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Agent and method of preventing and treating heavy metal exposure and toxicity 

Abstract 

An agent and method for the prevention and treatment of toxicity caused by heavy metals such as 
depleted uranium, tungsten and nickel and metals such as iron, lead and copper. The agent is a chelating 
agent such as picolinic acid or derivatives thereof. The agent chelates and inactivates the metals which 
can be carcinogenic or poisonous. The agent can be administered to chelate excessive copper as a result 
of Wilson's disease. The agent can be administered orally or by other systemic routes such as injections 
and the like. 
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
